Status of Objections and Rejections 

The rejection of claims 3 and 8 is obviated by Applicant's cancellation. 

The rejection of claims 1 , 2, 6 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tashiro is withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendment. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-7 and 9-10 are now rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tashiro in view of Kado et al. 
Response to Arguments 

In the remarks filed August 2, 2006, the applicant argues that the instant claims are distinguished over the Tashiro reference, because the 
Tashiro reference teaches forming the pattern 3 on the front surface of the substrate instead of the back surface. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Tashiro teaches a double-sided multi-layer substrate (column 4, lines 20-25 and Fig. 2), and the bond pads are 
formed on both sides of the board (column 1, lines 39-43). Thus, pattern 3 for interconnecting the bond pads for electroplating are formed 
on both sides of the wiring board. 
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
